In  the  Spring  as  soon  as  all  dan¬ 
ger  of  freezing  is  over  remove  this  litter  and  as  the  shoots  appear  cover 
with  more  dirt  and  continue  to  do  this  until  the  entire  trench  is  filled 
with  good  soil.  A  heavy  mulch  of  coarse  manure  should  be  given  the  follow¬ 
ing  Fall.  Be  sure  and  cut  the  tips  off  before  the  seeds  begin  to  ripen.
